of  School  Board  and  three  other  voters  appointed  by  the  Moderator.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Plainfield  School  Board  and  Voters 

FORWARD 

Much  has  been  said  about  what  is  expected  of  education  and  of 
its  product,  the  student.  A  statement  recently  issued  by  the  Com- 
mission on  Educational  Policy  of  the  California  Teachers'  Association 
had  this  to  say  about  the  pursuit  of  excellence  in  education;  Pursuit 
of  excellence  in  education  clusters  about  the  following  six  ideas: 

a.  Capacity  for  inquiry 

b.  Problem-solving  competence 

c.  Communication  and  computation  skills 

d.  Familiarity  with  organized  disciplines 

e.  Cultivated  enjoyments 

f.  Democratic  commitment 

"Effective  capacity  for  inquiry"  depends  largely  on  how  the  indi- 
vidual has  studied  and  has  been  taught  in  school,  whether  thinking  is 
t3^ical  of  his  behavior,  or  whether  he  is  just  receptive  to  direction. 
"Problem-solving  competence"  refers  to  one's  ability  to  identify,  define 
and  solve  problem.s.  Many  failures  of  individuals  come  not  from  the 
lack  of  skill  or  shortage  of  information,  but  rather  from  one's  in- 
ability to  translate  the  skills  or  knowledge  into  tools  for  solving  new 
and  difficult  situations — problems.  "Communication  and  computa- 
tion skills"  are  what  we  traditionally  refer  to  as  the  three  R's — 
'reading,  riting  and  rithmetic'.  Excellence  in  education  will  be  marked 
by  the  presence  of  these  skills  to  a  highly  developed  degree,  which 
are  essential  not  only  to  communication,  but  to  one's  capacity  for 
inquiry. 

"Familiarity  with  organized  discipline"  is  interpreted  to  mean 
that  instruction  causes  the  first  three  elemicnts  of  educational  ex- 
cellence, namely,  capacity  for  inquiry,  problem-solving  competence 
and  communication  skills.  On  the  subject  of  "cultivated  enjoyments", 
it  is  felt  that  these  are  becoming  increasingly  important,  particularly 
where  our  society  demands  that  the  individual  become  much  more 
competent  in  a  vocational  speciality.  Interest  in  an  enjoyment  from 
such  activities  as  art,  music  and  drama  are  necessary  to  provide 
opportunities  for  self-satisfaction. 

Finally,  under  the  heading  of  "democratic  commitment"  the  in- 
dividual who  has  benefited  by  an  excellent  education  will  come  to 
know  himself  and  to  accept  both  his  strengths  and  weaknesses.    This 
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being  true,  he  will  see  himself  as  part  of  a  society  in  which  he  shares 
responsibilities.  He  will  discover  and  retain  a  concern  for  the  social 
community  and  will  possess  the  capacity  for  effective  action  within 
the  group. 

Many  of  the  ideas  and  thoughts  of  the  foregoing  material  might 
seem  subjective  and  idealistic,  but  the  statement  generally  summar- 
izes quite  clearly  the  dimensions  of  what  good  education  is  trying 
to  accomplish.  In  terms  of  the  layman,  we  might  conclude  this  sec- 
tion of  the  report  with  a  statement  that  education  is  trying  to  equip 
the  individual  in  the  best  manner  for  which  he  is  qualified  with  all 
things  necessaary  to  become  an  effective  member  of  society. 

BUDGET 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  school  year  1965-66  is  $120,142.58. 
This  figure  compares  to  the  $112,263.96  voted  and  raised  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  last  March.  It  is  anticipated  however  that  the  tax 
assessment  against  the  town  will  only  be  slightly  more  than  for  the 
current  year.  This  is  due  to  a  substantial  balance  expected  at  the 
end  of  the  present  school  year  and  additional  money  from  the  Sweep- 
stakes. The  proposed  budget  doees  not  include  any  money  to  be 
raised  for  a  bus  under  a  special  article. 

Again  the  major  increases  in  the  budget  are  a  result  of  instruc- 
tional costs  and  tuition.  Included  under  instructional  costs  are  books, 
supplies  and  teachers'  salaries.  In  order  that  the  district  adopt  many 
of  the  new  academic  programs,  it  has  been  necessary  to  purchase 
many  more  books  and  supplies  than  usual.  These  expenses  are 
necessary  if  we  wish  to  prepare  our  students  for  the  newer  pro- 
grams that  they  will  encounter  as  they  enter  high  school. 

The  school  board  has  adopted  a  salary  schedule  for  the  teachers 
in  the  system.  It  was  felt  that  such  action  is  necessary  and  fair 
to  both  the  present  teaching  staff  and  to  the  district,  especially  if 
we  wish  to  maintain  any  stability  and  quality  among  our  teachers. 
It  might  be  well  to  point  out  that  teachers'  salaries  in  the  district 
are  considerably  below  the  average  that  is  paid  in  New  Hampshire 
communities  similar  to  Plainfield.  The  following  might  be  of  in- 
terest to  each  voter  and  parent:

I  reahze  that  the  financial  resources  of  the  district  makes  it  dif- 
ficult to  equal  salaries  paid  elsewhere.  However,  if  an  adequate 
salary  schedule  is  adopted,  it  will  be  very  helpful  to  me  and  the 
School  Board  to  recruit  new  teachers  when  needed,  and  it  will  tend 
to  keep  good  teachers  in  the  system.  It  is  not  fair  to  have  beginning 
teachers  start  in  the  community  and  remain  only  for  a  year  or  two. 
We  have  a  good  staff  at  the  present,  and  I  hope  that  the  district  can 
see  its  way  to  remunerate  each  person  with  an  adequate  salary. 

The  cost  of  transportation  is  up  slightly  due  to  additional  wages 
and  for  extra  mileage  that  might  be  necessary  to  run  a  bus  from 
Plainfield  to  Lebanon.  Each  year  more  and  more  students  are  going 
to  Lebanon  for  their  high  school  education,  and  the  present  bus  from 
Meriden  is  already  over-crowded.  It  is  possible  to  re-arrange  the  bus 
schedule  to  accommodate  students  on  the  Plainfield  side  to  go  to 
Lebanon  or  Windsor.  This  change  is  contemplated  in  the  proposed 
budget. 

Another  increase  in  the  budget  is  caused  by  additional  insurance 
coverage  on  the  two  school  buildings.  At  the  present  time  each 
building  is  only  insured  for  $30,000,  plus  $5,000  for  equipment.  Un- 
der the  new  plan,  twice  the  amount  of  coverage  will  be  possible, 
plus  liabiHty  insurance,  for  less  than  $150  more  in  premium  expense. 
A  policy  is  being  added  this  year  to  insure  against  loss  from  boiler 
explosion  or  defect  to  one  of  the  boilers. 

While  the  budget  has  increased  approximately  $8,000,  not  count- 
ing any  additional  funds  to  be  voted  for  the  new  school  bus,  the  per 
pupil  cost  in  Plainfield  is  considerably  below  the  state  average  costs. 
Plainfield's  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades  for  1963-64  was 
$253.00  compared  to  the  state  per  pupil  cost  for  the  same  year  of 
$311.  It  is  estimated  this  current  year's  cost  per  pupil  in  Plainfield 
will  be  about  $255  while  the  estimated  cost  in  the  state  will  be  $328. 
Since  1961  the  cost  per  pupil  in  the  state  has  increased  by  23.7  per 
cent.  In  Plainfield  the  per  pupil  cost  1960-61  was  $236.81  compared 
to  last  year's  cost  of  $253.00.  Thus,  the  percentage  of  increase  for 
per  pupil  cost  in  Plainfield  from  1961  to  1964,  was  less  than  7%.  This 
indicates  that  your  school  board  has  been  most  efficient  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  school  system  of  the  district. 

REVENUE 

It  is  anticipated  there  will  be  a  balance  in  our  present  budget 
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of  more  than  $3000.  This  is  due  primarily  to  extra  remuneration 
from  the  Sweepstakes.  Next  year  it  is  felt  that  this  source  should 
yield  approximately  one-third  more  revenue  based  on  estimates  that 
have  been  given  at  this  time.  Other  revenue  will  be  about  the  same 
from  the  foundation  and  building  aid  programs  unless  the  General 
Court  does  more  than  they  have  in  the  past  relative  to  increased 
appropriations.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  District  will  realize 
any  money  from  P.L.  874  due  to  number  of  children  involved.  The 
district  has  to  have  at  least  ten  children  whose  parents  work  at  the 
V.A.  or  CRREL  anad  all  that  we  can  find  at  present  is  nine. 

I  hope  that  each  of  you  will  be  in  touch  with  your  representative 
to  the  General  Court  to  encourage  his  support  for  the  educational 
bills  that  might  give  the  district  more  state  aid.  The  property  tax 
is  a  heavy  burden  on  each  person,  but  this  will  have  to  get  heavier 
if  the  state  does  not  raise  more  money  through  some  form  of  a  broad 
base  tax.  Your  interest  in  this  matter  is  greatly  needed  and  encour- 
aged. 

TUITION 

At  the  present  time  we  have  78  full-time  tuition  pupils  attending 
high  school.  These  are  broken  down  as  follows:  Fifty  at  Lebanon, 
twenty-five  at  Windsor  and  three  at  Hanover.  We  also  have  one 
student  in  grade  seven  in  Lebanon  as  a  special  student.  Next  year 
it  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  tuition  pupils  will  increase  to 
eighty-nine,  plus  the  special  student  who  will  be  in  grade  eight.  It 
is  expected  that  more  than  sixty  attend  Lebanon  and  about  the 
same  number  at  the  other  two  high  schools  as  are  now  going. 

Next  year's  tuition  rate  in  Lebanon  will  be  approximately  the  same 
at  the  senior  high  level,  $505  compared  to  $500  for  this  year,  and 
$420  at  the  junior  high  compared  to  $392  for  this  year.  Windsor's 
rate  will  be  $535  for  grades  9-12,   compared  to  $445  for  this  year. 

Both  rates  includes  the  2%  rental  charge  allowed  by  law.  The  total 
amount  in  the  budget  for  tuition  costs  is  $44,135;  this  figure  does  not 
include  any  allowance  for  students  who  might  unexpectedly  move 
into  the  district  before  next  fall. 

Last  year  at  the  annuol  meeting  a  committee  was  established 
to  study  the  AREA  concept  of  organization  between  Plainfield  and 
Lebanon.  After  reviewing  the  wording  of  the  law  permitting  such 
an  organization,  it  appears  that  the  cost  to  Plainfield  will  increase 
rather  significantly  if  this  plan  were  adopted.  Some  effort  is  being 
made  to  have  the  law  amended  so  Plainfield  can  benefit  to  a  greater 
extent  financially  if  the  AREA  school  concept  is  voted. 

Some  thought  should  be  given  to  sending  all  high  school  pupils 
to  Lebanon  in  the  near  future  regardless  of  the  AREA  school  vote. 
More  and  more  students  are  electing  to  go  to  high  school  in  Lebanon 
because  of  course  offerings  and  facilities.    We  must  keep  in  mind  that 
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Windsor  is  becoming  over-crowded  and  proposed  plans  call  only  for 
the  construction  of  a  middle  school  to  house  grades  5-8.  It  is  not 
known  at  the  present  what  will  be  done  as  far  as  changes  in  the  high 
school  for  updating  the  curriculum.  If  all  students  were  to  go  to  one 
district,  it  would  help  in  arranging  the  transportation  routes  and 
scheduling  vacations  at  the  same  time.  Better  plans  could  be  made 
for  integrating  the  curriculum  in  the  local  schools  with  that  of  one 
receiving  high  school.  Continuing  contact  will  be  kept  with  the 
school  officials  in  Windsor  to  see  what  the  plans  of  that  district 
might  be  for  the  future. 

The  district  had  one  change  in  teaching  staff  for  the  present 
year.  Mr.  Gerald  Knight,  former  principal  at  the  White  School, 
resigned  to  accept  a  teaching  position  in  Lisbon,  N.  H.  Mr.  Stephen 
Beaupre  was  elected  to  replace  Mr.  Knight  as  principal  of  the  White 
School,  and  Mr.  Rene  Clarke,  a  graduate  of  Keene  State  College,  was 
employed  as  a  teacher  of  English  and  Social  Studies.  Mr.  Clarke 
coaches  soccer,  baseball  and  has  classes  in  skiing.  Mr.  Beaupre 
coaches  basketball  during  the  winter  season. 

I  feel  that  the  district  is  fortunate  in  having  such  a  fine  staff 
of  devoted  and  loyal  teachers.  All  teachers  now  have  degrees  with 
one  exception  and  most  of  the  teachers  have  taken  extension  and  sum- 
mer courses  to  keep  up  with  the  changes  in  the  new  curricula.  By 
adopting  a  fair  salary  schedule,]  I  am  sure  that  the  district  will  be  in  a 
better  position  to  keep  its  staff  intact;  this  is  especially  true  for 
the  younger  teachers. 

WARRANT 

There  will  be  only  one  special  article  in  the  warrant  this  year. 
This  will  seek  approval  of  the  District  to  raise  sufficient  money  by 
appropriation  or  by  means  of  short-term  notes  to  purchase  a  new 
bus  to  replace  bus  No.  4. 

CONCLUSION 

I  hope  that  each  of  you  have  taken  the  time  to  read  the  reports 
of  the  Teacher  Consultant,  Mr.  William  Merrill,  and  the  reports  of 
the  two  building  principals.  These  administrators  work  daily  with 
the  academic  problems  of  the  schools  and  their  reports  should  be  of 
extreme  interest  to  each  one. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board 
for  its  help  and  interest  in  the  educational  problems  of  the  District. 
Your  school  board  is  one  that  is  most  conscientious  in  its  work.  I 
would  also  like  to  thank  the  teaching  staff,  the  custodians,  the  bus 
drivers  and  citizens  for  their  efforts  and  interest  in  our  school  prob- 
lems. I  find  it  very  gratifying  to  work  with  people  who  take  such 
an  active  interest  in  school  work.

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Report  of  the  Teacher  Consultant 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Plainfield: 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  noted  the  need  for  updating  our 
reading  and  mathematics  curriculum  at  all  grade  levels.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  to  you  that  nevv^  programs  are  now  functioning  in  grades 
one  through  six  in  both  these  areas.  After  careful  examination  of 
several  programs,  the  American  Book  Company  Reading  Program 
was  adopted  along  with  the  Greater  Cleveland  Mathematics  Program. 

Whenever  curriculum  change  takes  place  a  few  problems  are 
created,  especially  if  the  new  programs  are  quite  different  from 
the  traditional.  We  have  experienced  this  to  some  extent  in  the 
new  math  curriculum.  It  is  difficult  for  the  students  at  the  upper 
intermediate  grade  levels  because  they  haven't  had  the  vocabulary 
and  background  in  the  material.  Also  it  is  difficult  for  the  teachers 
to  change  to  a  modern  curriculum,  particularly  if  they  have  been 
teaching  the  traditional  for  a  number  of  years.  However,  the  Greater 
Cleveland  Program  has  a  built-in  review  and  a  very  fine  teacher's 
manual  which  makes  the  change  much  more  palatable.  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  math  curriculum  is  functioning  very  well,  with 
both  students  and  teachers  making  the  adjustment  from  traditional 
to  modern  in  a  very  satisfying  mxanner. 

From  our  evaluation  of  the  nev/  curriculum  to  date,  we  can 
safely  say  that  your  children  will  have  a  better  command  of  the 
fundamentals  of  elementary  mathematics  than  under  the  traditional. 
Being  better  prepared,  the  transition  from  elementary  to  secondary 
school  will  be  much  easier  for  them. 

The  basal  reading  curriculum  is  much  stronger  with  the  adoption 
of  the  new  American  Book  program.  I  would,  however,  recommend 
in  addition  to  the  basal  that  the  District  adopt  a  phonics  program 
for  grades  one  and  two.  The  new  program  which  I  recommend  to  you 
is  called  Phonetic  Keys  to  Reading.  This  program  presents  a  different 
approach  to  the  teaching  of  reading  in  that  it  introduces  phonetic 
training  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  first  grade.  This  method  is 
based  on  the  assumption  that  pupils  should  have  a  knowledge  of 
the  letters  and  their  sounds  before  they  are  introduced  to  formal 
reading  on  a  pre-primer  level.  Using  this  approach,  at  the  very  outset, 
the  first  grade  pupils  are  given  a  basis  and  a  means  of  attacking 
vv^ords  independently. 

We  have  tried  Phonetic  Keys  to  Reading  in  Lebanon  this  year 
in  all  the  first  and  second  grades  and  have  found  it  to  be  one  of 
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the  most  effective  programs  we  have  ever  used  in  teaching  young 
children  to  become  independent  readers.  It  would  not  replace  the 
basal,  but  would  equip  the  children  with  the  tools  to  make  reading 
easier  and  more  enjoyable  for  them.  It  is  relatively  inexpensive, 
approximately  $1.62  per  student,  and  I  recommend  it  to  you  as  a 
strong  complement  to  the  reading  program. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  say  that  this  year  has  been  a 
most  challenging,  interesting  and  rewarding  one.  The  "new"  programs 
which  we  have  been  able  to  start  are  exciting  to  all  of  us. 

Progress  such  as  we  have  made  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  cooperation  of  a  dedicated  Superintendent  and  School 
Board.  I,  personally,  want  to  thank  Mr.  Tate,  the  members  of  the 
Plainfield  School  Board  and  the  people  of  this  community  for  pro- 
viding the  funds  necessary  to  start  these  new  programs  which  will 
"pay  off"  in  better  education  for  your  children.

WHITE  SCHOOL,  MERIDEN 

The  Meriden  White  School,  during  the  past  academic  year,  has 
continued  to  function  as  an  efficient  educational  organization.  The 
establishment  in  1962  of  the  one  grade  per  classroom  plan  has  proved 
itself  as  most  beneficial,  both  for  the  student  and  the  faculty  cur- 
riculum planning.  I  now  hope  that  in  the  near  future,  a  similar 
plan  will  be  adopted  for  the  first  and  second  grades.  Early  training 
is  of  very  great  importance  and  with  the  more  demanding  courses 
now  currently  being  prescribed  and  administered  and  the  increasing 
number  of  students,  the  teacher  load  of  two  grades  is  becoming  too 
demanding  for  one  teacher. 

We  have  been  fortunate  that  three  teachers  have  remained 
on  the  staff.  Mrs.  Alice  Hendrick  has  continued  to  do  a  remarkable 
job  in  working  with  the  combined  first  and  second  grade.  Mrs.  Mary 
Cassedy  is  presently  the  sixth  grade  mathematics  and  homeroom 
teacher.  In  January  we  decided  that  by  departmentalizing  the  sixth 
grade  with  the  seventh  and  eighth,  we  could  utilize  her  English  ability 
to  benefit  all  students  in  the  upper  three  grades.  Mr.  Rene  Clarke 
is  the  new  addition  to  the  faculty.  His  teaching  program  includes 
seventh  grade  homeroom,  sixth  grade  science  and  social  studies 
and  seventh  and  eighth  grade  social  studies  and  physical  education. 
Mr.  Stephen  Beaupre  is  the  new  principal.  His  classes  include  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  math,  science,  contemporary  problems,  and  eighth 
grade  homeroom. 

The  students  of  all  grades  are  quite  well  equipped  with  current 
textbooks,  and  use  within  the  classroom  varied  equipment,  including 
the  new  overhead  projector  and  screen.  Perhaps  ideas  for  the  future 
should  include  supplying  the  science  room  with  student  laboratory 
benches  to  further  aid  individual  work  and  experiment. 

As  mentioned  before,  some  changes  have  been  made  in  courses, 
which,  to  date,  seem  worthwhile.  The  new  mathematics  recently 
having  been  developed  and  tested  and  known  as  the  Greater  Cleveland 
Mathematics  Program  is  now  being  used  and  enjoyed  by  the  students 
through  grade  six.  A  new  reading  program  by  Betts  and  Welch 
of  the  American  Book  Company  has  also  been  introduced  into  these 
grades. 

The  Library  Committee  has  continued  to  be  of  vital  importance 
to  our  school,  both  by  raising  funds  through  various  projects  to 
furnish  books  and  by  training  student  librarians  to  assist  other  pupils. 
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Members   include   Mrs.   Helen   Snider,  Mrs.   Emily   Quimby  and  Mrs. 
Rose  Low. 

This  year  the  P.T.A.  did  not  sponsor  a  hot  lunch  program.  Mrs. 
Rose  Low,  however,  was  chairman  in  charge  of  collecting  milk 
money. 

The  students  enjoy  a  varied  scope  of  extra-curricular  activities 
The  advisors  who  give  of  their  time  are  to  be  thanked. 

Miss  Sally  Counts  instructs  all  grades  in  music  and  supplies  the 
leadership  for  the  band  and  chorus,  both  of  which  have  already 
performed  on  several  occasions. 

The  yearbook,  under  Mrs.  Cassedy's  direction,  is  in  its  third 
year    of    publication. 

Soccer  was  introduced  to  the  boys  last  autumn  by  Mr.  Clarke. 
Those  playing  organized  the  first  Meriden  School  team  in  this 
sport.    His  plans  include  giving  skiing  lessons  and  coaching  baseball. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  of  principal,  Mr.  Beaupre  again  coaches 
the  boys'  basketball  team.  We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  use 
for  both  practice  and  evening  games,  the  new  K.U.A.  gym.  The  eight 
cheerleaders  enjoyed  new  uniforms  because  of  the  sewing  assistance 
from  their  mothers.  Mrs.  Donna  Beaupre  continued  as  the  girls' 
coach. 

During  the  spring  term,  Mrs.  Mayme  Noda  will  once  more  plan 
for  the  enrichment  program,  so  enthusiastically  received  in  the  past. 

The  student  groups  have  been  busy  lately.  The  student  council 
organized  the  annual  Winter  Carnival.  The  eighth  grade  is  planning 
for  its  class  trip  and,  of  course,  graduation.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 


PLAIN  SCHOOL 

Early  in  1964,  in  order  to  improve  and  facilitate  pupil  education, 
the  teachers  met  with  Mr.  Merrill  to  discuss  curriculum  changes. 
Special  attention  was  given  to  reading  and  mathematics. 

During  the  last  school  year,  a  new  reading  program  was  followed 
and  evaluated  in  the  first  and  second  grades.  This  same  program 
was  being  evaluated  in  Lebanon  as  well.  The  teachers  in  grades 
three  through  six  received  complimentary  books  to  review.  Last 
fall  this  new  reading  program  was  adopted  in  our  school.  The 
Reading  Consultant  has  visited  us  to  answer  questions  and  offer 
her  advice  and  assistance.  We  are  hopeful  that  our  pupils  will 
reflect  a  marked  improvement  in  this  important  subject. 

In  connection  with  reading  it  might  be  added  that  the  fifth 
grade  uses  SRA,  a  reading  laboratory,  for  about  six  weeks  at  the 
beginning  of  each  school  year.  This  is  a  valuable  program  because 
each  child  is  tested  and  then  reads  at  his  own  level,  advancing  as 
rapidly  as  is  feasible  for  him.  He  does  his  own  checking,  corrects 
the  mistakes,  and  maintains  his  own  records.  This  is  a  three-fold 
program;  the  Power  Builders  teach  reading  with  the  emphasis  on 
comprehension,  the  Rate  Builders  increase  the  speed  of  reading,  and 
the  Listening  Skills  teach  the  child  to  listen — an  indispensable  asset. 

Mathematics  was  the  other  area  which  was  thoroughly  investi- 
gated. Mr.  Merrill  supplied  the  teachers  with  many  different  texts; 
then  under  his  guidance,  we  studied  and  discussed  all  the  methods. 
We  also  met  with  the  Consultant  for  discussion  and  to  view  films. 
The  final  decision  was  to  try  the  Greater  Cleveland  Mathematics 
Program — a  "modern  math"  program.  Why  "modern  math"?  Modem 
mathematics  is  not  new;  the  teaching  techniques  are.  One  of  the 
goals  of  modern  math  teaching  is  to  afford  pupils  an  understanding 
of  the  reasoning  behind  mathematical  procedures — the  "whys"  of 
problem  solving.  Another  is  to  have  pupils  discover  mathematical 
relationships  and  "create"  pieces  of  mathematics  for  themselves.  By 
the  end  of  the  year  we  should  be  able  to  decide  whether  this  is 
the  program  we  want  to  follow. 

Our  school  library  has  been  well  patronized  by  the  children. 
New  books  have  been  purchased  and  others  donated.  The  pupils 
have  had  good  learning  experiences  through  the  library  as  well  as 
reading  enjoyment.  Through  the  efforts  of  interested  parents  and 
teachers,  money  was  raised  at  a  Book  Fair  for  more  books. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  are  organizing  a  Science  Fair  for  the 
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February   P.T.A.   meeting.     Simple   experiments    connected   with   the 
areas  studied  will  be  presented. 

Another  change  discussed  and  approved  was  the  daily  schedule. 
It  was  decided  to  lengthen  the  time  classes  were  in  session  by  starting 
earlier  in  the  morning  and  at  noon  with  just  a  break  in  the  afternoon. 
This  was  necessary  because  history  and  geography  are  being  taught 
as  two  separate  subjects  in  the  fifth  grade. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  learned  with  regret  that  Mrs.  Clark 
was  no  longer  to  serve  as  our  school  nurse;  she  had  been  a  real 
part  of  our  school  community. 

We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Tate,  Mr.  Merrill,  the  School 
Board,  parents  and  friends  for  assisting  us  in  the  education  of  the 
children  in  our  school.

1964-65 

Physically  sound  children  make  much  better  progress  in  school, 
therefore,  a  health  program  is  important  to  every  school  system, 
regardless  of  size.  The  cooperation  of  parents  is  necessary  of  course. 
In  order  to  avoid  exposing  other  students,  parents  are  urged  to  keep 
their  child  at  home  when  there  is  evidence  of  illness.  A  simple  cold 
IS  often  a  symptom  of  a  communicable  disease. 

All  students  in  Meriden  and  Plainfield  receive  the  routine  inspec- 
tions, including  height,  v/eight,  vision  and  hearing  tests.  Physical 
examinations  by  Dr.  R.  Whitney  are  given  to  the  students  in  the 
first,  fourth  and  eighth  grades.  Any  problems  are  reported  to  the 
parents  for  follow-up  work.  With  the  help  of  Sight  Conservation 
and  N.  H.  Crippled  Childrens'  Services,  many  problems  are  solved 
with  little  expense  to  the  parent. 

A  dental  program  has  been  presented  to  encourage  better  dental 
hygiene.  The  students  received  this  program  with  enthusiasm.  A 
Dental  Examination  Clinic  is  planned  in  February  with  work  being 
completed  at  the  parents'  request. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Tate,  Mr.  Merrill,  Mrs.  Spalding,  Mr.  Beaupre 
and  all  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation.  As  a  new  member  of 
the  school  system,  their  help  has  been  invaluable  to  me.
